ELDERLY PERSONS 


Woman Held in Brother's Death Says 


Organization Has 26 Living Members 
Who Are Bound to Kill Themselves If 
They Are, Not Receptive to Prayers, 
and Are to Be Slain If They Do Not 
Take Own Lives. 


NEW YORK; May 16—(AP)—Acting oh a spinster's 


tale of a "suicde club" wth twenty-six living members, the 
law machinery of two Long Island counties was set in mo- 
tion today to avert the possibility in the minds of some de- 
tectives of a series of suicides. 


District Attorneys Edwards of 


Nassau and Blue of Suffolk, with a 
score of detectives, investigated a 
theory that three members of the 
cult of elderly, ailing persons al- 
ready had killed themselves in ac- 
cordance with a ritual. 
The supposed cult was described 


yesterday by Miss Louise Schwarz, 
59, in telling of the death of her 
brother, Edward, 55, who was found 
shot in his home at West Amity- 
ville last Wednesday. She has been 
indicted in connection with the 
shooting. 
Meet Every Sunday Night. 


"E-.ery Sunday night," she said, 


"we met at the home of a member 
to pray that one of us would be 
cured or our feebleness. 
"There were thirty members. Four 


of them, are dead. 
"If the member we prayed for was 


not receptive to our prayers, he was 
bound to commit suicide. If he 
failed to end his own life before the 
next meeting, he was to be slain by 
a chosen member of the cult. 


"On April 26 -ve met at the home 


of George Breitenbach, 59, who 
lived near us. He was not recep- 
tive " 


The next day the body of George 


Breitenbach was found hanging in 
the cellar of his home, authorities 
said. They would not disclose any 
other names of alleged members of 
the cult, living or dead.

Briand Declares Austro- 


German Pact Means 


"Trouble." 


GENEVA, May 16— UP) -Julius 
Curtius, German foreign minister, 
and Aristide Bnand clashed today 
over the proposed Austro-German 
customs accord as the commission 
on European federation resumed 
its sessions. 
The German minister, in a gen- 
eral discussion of the economic 
situation in Europe, praised bilat- 
eral and regional customs agree- 
ments as the best remedy for the 
prevailing economic distress. Briand 
declared that such a union as Ger- 
many and Austria propose means 
"trouble for the peoples" and should 
be avoided. 


The customs issue is not the 
whole of the economic problem, 
said Bnand, and it is a result, not 
a cause of the present economic 
distress. 
Wants General Agreement 
"Let us not abandon our efforts 


for a general tariff agreement," he 
said. "Perhaps our efforts thus far 
lave oeen too ambitious, too wide 
in scope. The French government's 
lew proposals on this subject will 
be presented for full discussion in 
due course. At any rate we must 
not attempt what it is forbidden 
to attempt" • 
Briand concluded with the asser- 
tion that he could not agree to the 
Austro-Gennsn proposal.

Difficulty Getting Water. 


Although firemen made a rapid 


run to the 
building, they were 


hampered m getting a quick start 
at the fire by inability to get water 
pressure. 
At night, the 
agricul- 


tural college turns off the city wa- 
ter mams and depends for water 
on a water tower, standing a short 
distance to tlw noltheast of the 
building which burned. 


Firemen and agrieulural college 


employes had difficulty finding how 
to get the city water turned into 
the mains. Between 5 and 10 min- 
utes was lost in this way. giving 
the fire a chance to gain additional 
headway as litle pressure was av- 
ailable from the water tower. 


The same mains are used for both 


water systems so that after the city 
water had been turned on, firemen 
were ready to go shead with the 
fire fight. Hour hose lines were 
used, the maximum that could be 
used with adequate pressure, even 
with addition of pumping machines 
of the department. 


Fire Started With Explosion. 
The first alarm was turned in at 


7-45 o'clock when unknown persons 
driving by the campus in an auto- 
mobile saw the blaze. 


First reports of the fire to Dean 
Burr were by some people on the 
lawns near the building. They said 
they saw a flash and heard an ex- 
plosion which blew out some of the 
windows on the southest corner of 
the first floor. 


Falling cornices made the most 
spectacular sights at the fire. Great 
chunks of cornice, from 10 to 15 feet 
at a time, fell blazing from 
the 


roof to the ground, endangering 
firemen and hose laies. Students 
and townspeople assisted firemen 
in removing the hoses from under 
the blazing pieces of cornice work. 


Several thousand people gathered 
to witness the fire but kept at a re- 
spectful distance for the most part. 
Police assisted in ieeping an order- 
ly line. 


Find Records Little Damaged. 
Members of the agricultural col- 
lege staff stayed at the scene until 
the fire was out sufficiently to make 
a hasty inspection as to condition 
of records, which represented near- 
ly the life work of some of them. 
Fire Chief Hansen got Dean Burr 
a suit about 2 o'clock and permit- 
ted the dean to go through the 
building with him. As a result of 
the trip. Dean Burr reported that 
the records on the second floor had 
apparently escaped with little dam- 
age. They were not even fire blis- 
tered, he said. 


The attic was practically a com- 
plete loss and with it much of the 
seed experimental work of Dr. T. A. 
Kiesselbach. agronomy 
professor. 
The north room in the attic, how- 
ever, escaped with less damage and 
some salvage of experimental seeds 
there is expected. Staircases were 
destroyed by the fire but chairs and 
desks on the second floor were ap- 
parently in good condiion except for 
some water damage. 


Firemen were highly commended 
Saturday morning by Dean W. W. 
Burr for their quick arrival at the 
agricultural college the manner in 
which they got under way and the 
risks they took in attempting to 
save as much as possible. He also 
expressed appreciation of work of 
college students and 
townspeople 
who co-operated with firemen and 
police. 


Reconstruction Possible, 
.The'walls of the buildng did not 


appear to have been damaged. Dean 
Burr reported. He expected that it 
would be possible to reconstruct the 
building. It would cost at least $75.- 
000 to replace it with a new struc- 
ture. 
Besides Dean Burr, the fire -tns

From That Land.

WASHINGTON, May 16—Nearly 


half the foreign born white people 
in Lincoln came from Russia, while 
in the state as a whole, Germany 
predominated as the fatherland of 
Nebraska's foreign born, comprising 
28.2 per cent of all the foreign born, 
Russia contributing only 9.7 per 
cent of the state's foreign born. 
There were 6,525 foreign born 
white persons to Lincoln when the 
census taker called last year, of 
whom 3,026 were born in Russia, 
and 1,026, or less than one-sixth, in 
Germany. 
England sent 381 to Lincoln; 
Scotland, 88; Wales, 30; Northern 
Ireland, 55; Irish Free State, 13. 
The Scandanavian countries con- 
tributed as follows to 
Lincoln's 
population: Norway, 78; Sweden, 
506; Denmark, 254. 
The countries of birth of the rest 


of Lincoln's foreign born whites 
were: 
Netherlands, 
26; 
Belgium, 
9, 


Switzerland, 37; France, 42; Poland, 
69; Czechoslovakia, 130; Austria, 64;

efforts to reduce wheat acreage. To use Mr. Stones 
language, "it will* leave that entirely to the farmers. 


The announcement is not nearly so significant as 


the reasoning which Mr. Stone says induced him and 
his associates to abandon what had been, perhaps, 
the outstanding plan of the board. It was simply the 
fealization that farmers will not do voluntarily that 
•which they are not convinced is wise. It's another way 
of saying that no law is' stronger than the sentiment 
behind it. 


Of course, the Federal Farm board had no power 


to put in a mandatory order of reduction. It could 
only beg and plead and scold, which Former Chair- 
man Legge did most picturesquely in his swing around 
the wheat belt, but the net results of his efforts were 
a reduction of less than one per cent, or 490,000 acres, 
of which Nebraska contributed 440,000. Nearly every- 
where Mr. Legge went, he aroused irritation and re- 
sentment. In Kansas, which is the greatest wheat- 
producing state in the union, he met opposition at 
every meeting which he held and he quit the state 
In a high temper. 
* * • 


Common sense should impel a reduction in acreage. 


With wheat prices on a level that they were before 
the war and the prospects for another big crop- 
threatening to drive them lower, it would seem the 
farmer would be in a mood to use his acres for other 
purposes than the raising -of cereal. 


But once again habit demonstrates its strength. 


The farmer has been accustomed to planting wheat 
It is an easy crop to raise, in comparison with many 
others, and complete failure is rare. The wheat 
farmer is fearful that if he 
should cut down 


the number of acres he sows, some unforeseen calam- 
ity might leave him without a crop. There is also 
that general sentiment that he would prefer to take 
a. low price and have something- to sell than gamble 
on the prospects of a high price with much less or 
nothing to market. He is determined to utilize his 
land and he does not know what to substitute for 
wheat. In practically every agricultural activity, 
there is a surplus and resulting low prices. 


With the abandonment by the board of its attempt 


to stabilize prices through the purchases of large 
quantities of wheat and with the most recent decision 
to take no active steps to bring about a reduction 
in acreage, the final chapter of the Hoover farm plan 
has been written. The president did not intend to at- 
tempt to fix prices, but the board which he appointed 
very shortly changed Mr. Hoover's position in this 
matter. It still has millions of bushels of wheat on 
hand, purchased with fund? from out of the federal 
treasury, but it is now out of the market for good 
and nature will be allowed to take her course. 


• • * 


Isn't a great deal left for the. farm board to 


do.It has failed and if the failure is a bitter disap- 
pointment, it is likewise a glorioiis stroke of good 
fortune for the American people. Fundamentally,- the 
farm board plan of stabilizing prices was as dangerous 
as dynamite. If some unrelated circumstance should 
have been instrumental in making it a success instead 
of a failure, no one can say what the consequences 
might have been. Instead of a few hundred million, 
it is possible w> would have sunk billions in the fu- 
tile campaign. Except for the professional politician, 
there is very little said today in favor of the govern- 
ment price-fising. Its temporary success, because it 
could have been nothing more than temporary, would 
have completely destroyed the American fanner. That 
danger has been averted. 


Responsibility Is now transferred back to the 


farmer. He is the master of his own ship and wheth- 
er it floats or sinks is entirely up to him. His gov- 
ernment hal tossed aside the paternalistic rule which 
it waved over his head and occe again agriculture be- 


ONE CAUSE FOR THE CRIME WAVE. 


It shouJV. not be necessary to have commissions »p- 


polntcd by the president, congress, a governor, legis- 
lature or any other officinal or body to spend months 
in hearing testimony and compiling statistics for the 
purpose of ascertaining why there is a crime wave 
and why it continues to Increase in volume. To the 
ordinary person, reasons are plainly apparent and 
they are brought to the attention of the public every 
day. 


The laws provide penalities for every crime in th 


calendar, but aside from the statutes defining the 
different offenses and fixing the punishment, all of 
the other provisions of the criminal code seem to have 
been written for the express purpose of protecting 
criminals rather than the public. Under the circum- 
stances it is not to be wondered at that mob violence 
occasionally breaks loose, nor is it any wonder that 
thugs and gunmen ply their nefarious occupation with 
impunity In every part of the nation.' 


To hear the manner in which prosecuting attor- 


neys and peace officers are vllllfied and abused dur-, 
ing trials of criminal cases one would Imagine that 
those officials were the ones accused of crime in- 
stead of the miscreants they are attempting to bring 
to Justice. Very frequently the dust throwing of the 
audacious and adroit attorneys for the defense has 
its effect on the jurors;, they are moved to pity for 
the luckless 'Victim of persecution, who is being 
railroaded to prison," and a verdict of acquittal is 
returned. 


But should the jurors, who are the sole judges of 


the facts in the case, be convinced beyond a reason- 
able doubt that the accused is guilty, should so find 
and sentence be pronounced, the case is not then 
ended. He still has the Supreme court to hang his 
hope upon, and experience has proved that that tri- 
bunal is at times easier to get by than is a jury which 
has had an opportunity of seeing and hearing the en- 
tire proceedings. It takes twelve men in district 
court to say that the evidence is sufficient; it only 
takes four men, in the Supreme court, to say that ft 
is not sufficient. The jurors in district court ob- 
serve the demeanor of the witnesses and the defen- 
dant and the conduct of the lawyers. The judges of 
the supreme court do not. Yet the latter, on some 
occasions, arrogate to themselves the functions of 
the jury. 


Reversals of convictions where every circumstances 


points to guilt, and in the face of the statute which 
provides that no criminal judgment shall be set aside 
if the high court considers that no substantial mis- 
carriage of justice has occurred, cannot help but dis- 
gust the public and lead men and women of intelli- 
gence to point to the courts as constituting one of the 
most potent causes for the'wave of crime. 


A SAMPLE OF REALITY., 


A sample of reality that really isn't the real thing 


at all is the way the final examination in the course 
of crime detection at Northwestern University's police 
school, might be described. 


A mythical crime, murder, was performed by one 


of the professors in the school on a dummy. The ex- 
amination for the thirty-four detectives and one 
woman who are taking the course is to locate the 
professor. 


The class was given a dose of the horror that must 


be faced by the nation's officers. The dummy, sup- 
posed to be janitor of a building, was found by the 
class, lying face downward. There was a bullet hole 
in his chest, a pistol beside the body. Nearby was a 
bottle, supposed to contain liquor, with finger prints 
on it. 


The rest was up to the class. 
Such efforts should be valuable training for the 


difficult tasks of crime detection in the 
practical 


world. 


THE POPULATION MYTH. 


An economist in the agricultural department of the 


federal government expresses fear that there are not 
enough children in the United States for the coun- 
try's population ever to reach 170,000,000. Unless the 
birth rate increases or immigration restriction is less 
limited, he predicts the country's population will be- 
come stationary in 30 years. 


His "fear" in the matter is typical of the popula- 


tion myth which has had a wide influence in this 
country. Supposedly scientific support for the myth 
has been accorded by one school of economists who 
believe that prosperity can occur only by exploitation 
of another class, state, nation or race or in a rapidly- 
expanding population. 


Apprently the only justification for the theory is 


the fact.that these are 'the conditions under which 
so-called prosperity for a dominant class or state has 
existed. 


An evaluation of modem living conditions and mod- 


ern facilities should be a convincing answer for des- 
truction of the population, myth as welLas the exploi- 
tation myth. Prosperity is the result of a sufficiently 
bountiful agry:ulture to furnish adequate food sup- 
plies, a sufficient abundance of other raw materials 
needed to satisfy the necessities and comforts of life, 
an energetic population to utilize these resources, and 
sufficient managerial capacity to see to their smooth 
distribution after production. 


Under a selfishly individualistic system, increas- 


ing population has meant increasing prosperity for 
certain classes. Fundamentally, however, increasing 
population is a threat to generally dispersed prosperi- 
ty. More people demand more goods, more food from 
the same sources of agriculture and raw materials. It 
is not increasing population that is needed to insure

Why is this? While the scientific 
world was puzzling its head over this 
question, another curious fact was 
discovered. Ordinary 
prevent rickets.

Truthfully, if you wished to hit 
against your left leg, it would be de- 
sirable, somehow, to have your left 
leg stiffened and resistant, from trie 
top of your back swing, rather than 
the right. Your leverage then would 
be off the left leg and, in a sense, 
you could sav you "hit against it. 
The harm in the idea of "hitting 
against the left' 'is that it gives you 
the mental picture of jumping over 
there first, which makes you act 
with your body first instead of lead- 
ing, with the club. Some of these ob- 
scure little points are the things that 
mark the difference between very 
good golfing skill and the too com- 
mon brand of atrocious hashing-up 
of the game.

NEW YORK—Divorce is like the 


flu. It goes the rounds without 
partiality. The only difference is 
that it 'has no season; it happens 
the year round and no one seems to 
be safe from a recurrence. 
The inexplicable part is that some 


of these ladies and gentlemen, who 
tiave gone through the divorce 
court, come back again and go 
through the same performance over 
again. 
There is Countess Idina, the eld- 
est daughter of Lord de la War, a 
story of love and marriage and di- 
vorce in aristocratic old England, 
among the charming people of May- 
"air. 
Idina has been the wife of two 
captains, an earl and now has be- 
come the bnde of an American 
resident. All inside seventeen years, 
and she's still young and beauti- 
ul.

She was married first in 1913, 
when she became the wife of Capt. 
3avid Wallace, who divorced her in 
.919. Her second husband was Capt. 
iharles Gordon, rich, suave, dash- 
ng—an honorary attache at the 
British embassy at Paris. A catch 
which at the time any girl may be 
proud of. But Idina's pride suffered 
a quick fall. She became Mrs. Gor- 


don in 1919 and a year later she 
had shaken herself free of this 
marital yoke via the divorce court. 
Four years later she became the 
Countess of Erroll, having allied 
herself with one of the proudest and 
most patrician families of Scotland, 
The boyish, jolly young Earl of Er- 
roll was- her husband.

Far in Excess of 
Period Year Ago 


WASHINGTON, May 
3 
The total surplus of wheat for ex- 
port and carryover in the four prin- 
cipal exporting countries of the 
world on May 1 is estimated by the 
agriculture department at 703,000,- 
000 bushels. 
The surplus on that date last year 


was 611,000,000 bushels and in 1929 
701,000,000 
The department said that on this 
basis there would be an abundanl 
supply for next year, despite some 
indications of decreased acreage in 
the four countries—United States 
Canada, Australia and Argentina. 
"Requirements of importing coun- 
tries," the department said, "during 
Mav and June are expected to be 
considerably larger than last year 
and perhaps as great as in 1929. How- 
ever, it is also to be expected thai 
some supplies will still be forthcom- 
ing from Russia, which was not an 
exporter in the spring of 1929. While 
their surplus appears to be smaller 
it is likely that exports from the 
Danube countries may be somewhat 
larger than the spring of 1929. Con- 
sequently, present conditions noint 
to a world carryover on July 1 
1931, about as large as that of July 
1, 1929; somewhat larger stocks in 
non-Europe exporting countries be- 
ing likely to be offset by smaller 
stocks in Europe." 
The United States carryover has 
seen estimated at between 275,000,- 
000 
and 
290,000,000 bushels on 
July 1. 
The department said t!wt new 
domestice wheat may be exoect- 
ed to sell at lower levels than those 
now prevailing for old wheat.
